THE ANIMALS SUFFER. 


Cnrlonn Accoagtn of the R»T«««« ot 


the Platcne In Bombay. 


Evidence of the intensity and viru- 


lence of the'plague in Bombay is given 
by the curious accounts telegraphed to 
this country of the deaths of 'animals 
from the pestilence. §ome week* ago 
it was^refidrted that thfe pigeon* were 
dying- of thto plague. Now the^rats ore 
suidiov some time'to have been plague- 
stricken, and to be dying in thousand* 
la the native towns. 
^t£ those Who are fighting the plague 
have time1'to attend to anything but 
the work of saving human life, we may 
expect more curious information on 
this point;* for there is evidence that, 
when the plague wa* at its very worst 
in Florence, causing the death of CuTOOO 
persons, the pestilence acquired some 
kind of cumulative energy by which it 
went on from man to animal, and at 
last involved the latter lit common de- 
struction with their masters. As It ad- 
vanced "not only men but animals fell 
sick and shortly expired,1 if they Bad 
touched things belonging116 the-dis- 
eased or dead." Boccaccio Himself saw 
two hogs on the wigs of a person -who 
bad died of plague, 'after staggering 
about for a short time, fall down dead, 
as if tKey had taken poison. 
< 


In the '.'Lives of the Homan'Pontiffs" 


it i» Btatodvtha*«in ether places multi- 
tudes ef cats, dogs, fowls and otlief ani- 
mals fell victims to the contagion. 
There is little doubt that the concur- 
rence of human and animal dettth took 
place in other countries^, than Italy, 
though the chronicler, appalled By the 
loss of human life, only alludes t6 "mur- 
rain" among the cattle as a concomitant 
of the. plague. "At the commencement 
of the black' death there was in Eng- 
land," 'says Hecker, "an Bibundance of 
all the necessities of life; but the plague, 
which seemed to be the sole disease, 
was soon accompanied by a fatal mur- 
rain among the ca&le. Wandering 
about without herdsmen, "they1 fell by. 
thousands." It is not known whether 
this murrain was due to plague itself' 
or. to some special animal epidemic. But 
it did^nbt break out Until after the I 
ipligue was rife, and addcdieinormouslyj 
to, the .losi of life, because it witsJm-1 
possible to- remove 'the corn,from'the 
fields,- causing everywhere "a '.great rise 
in the price of food, although the liar-

On the 7th of Marcb,,1736, Jphn\Wcs- 
ley'preached the first Jlethodist sermon 
eVer preached on this continent. It 
&&§ delivered not far from the site b< 
the present Christ church,'S&vilnnah, oi 
which he subsequently 'was the third 
rector, and was addressed to a mixed 
assemblage. His congregation hardly 
exceeded 400 persons/hicluding chil- 
dren and'adults, reeriforced, Bowever, 
by 100 or-more of the neighboring In- 
dians. ' Wesley discussed in a most elo- 
quent inanner the principles ofChris- 
tian «'harity as argued by Saint Paul in 
the 13th chapter of First Corinthians. 
He made a powerful appeal, and many 
of his niiditnce were in tears. ^ShiielB 
was not so Impetuous' in hi* delivery 
as in after years, his abilities at tMt 
time bespoke the great preacher and 
reformer. 


If h« was more scholastic in style than 


in after years, the fervor and Itfrce of 
his appeals were none the1 less felt by 
His hearers'. Especially was this strik- 
ing}y tnie when in the course of his 
discourse he adverted to the death of his 
father, who for 40 years or more had 
been the iucumbentof the Epworth rec- 
tory. This venerable man was Asked 
not long before his death: "Are the 
consolations of God small with you?"

SU Botton Saede* In I<t*ht Shade* fox 


the Summer. 


The newest gloves for summer wear 


are the six-button suede* in sll the light 
shades. The glace is a thing, of the 
past, at least for the s'nmmer, -They 
are too warm. Besides, the suedes are 
much easier to put on when the hand 
is warm, and, perhaps, moist ^eith per- 
Bpiration. 
. 


The lightest tints in. gloves are 


trimmed in darker shades of the same 
color or contrasting colors. By trim- 
mings are meant the stitching* in the 
back, the pearl buttons, and the bind- 
ing of the edges. A very pretty effect 
is obtained in the new shade of yellow 
which is called "amber," and which ill 
bound all around the edges, including 
the five or six big scallops around the 
wrist, with a dark brown glace Wd. 
The buttons are a pearl of the same 
dark-brown shade. Other colors, such 
as blue, heliotrope or pink tints : are 
trimmed with black glace and buttons 
and stitching. In contrast to these are 
shown also the darker shades trimmed 
in white in the same manner. 


There are two new cycling gloves for

1X»T« -o»«J Confldencc Are the Vint 


Prfni-lple*. 


, fMy dear mother has. curious- ideas 
about children," said an ideal young 
mother not long ago. "She ia always 
talking about 'the good old-fashioned 
way" of bringing them up, though cer- 
tainly she must know that it drove the 
sons away from their parents, and made 
the daughters remember the Old home 
as though H were a- reformatory. John 
and I were both too sternly treated 
when we were" children, a generation 
latar; in fact, his father was so cruel 
that he cannot bear to remember his 
youth and its trials. So we determined 
to take other plans with our children. 
First of alt t6 make1 their early horn* 
so happy thatthey Will always remem- 
ber it as the dearest place on earth, and 
to win their love and confidence and to 
make them sure of ours. The idea of 
standing on dignity with «.ne's own ba- 
bies—the idea of their being, afraid to 
say anything ihey' wish to say to us.

kitchens of colonial farmhouses. 
The flajthWhen,harvested was "rip 


pled" on the field, therippler being a 
large <iomb fastened' on a plank. The 
'ftax'was' beaten on the comb to remove 
the capsules cbritalriitt'g the scfedsJ Then 
it was "rottett" W-mske 'the- fiber soft 
and flexible. 'Th}» was'generally accom- 
plished byleytag it beneath the water* 
of 'thejmeedgw,- brook or pond. Some 
'colonial fanners laid it on the ground 
for" the winter's snow to render it fll 
for the scutcher, the . machine thai 
whipped out'all the'particles of'bark 
and irtalk adhering1 to the fiber. 


The next and' last process before il 


was ready for the spinning wheel was 
heckling to straighten the flax, free il 
from (tangles and bring it to the requi- 
site fineness. This was done by a very 
primitive machine called the '^hatchel," 
an immense comb, whose Ipng iron 
teeth were set jerpediculaily in s 
'board. 
The operation of hackling requires 


much skill, and this part of the, long 
preparation was-particularly women'! 
work, ns it needed delicacy of touch 
After the flax was hackled it was care- 
fully sorted, according to the degree ol 
fineness. This l-p1-oceBS was" called 
"spreading and drawing." Then it was 
ready to be wrapped in its soft, fluffy 
fineness, about the spindle. 
The spinner seated herself at the 


machine and soon the "music of th« 
wheel" ftnd the deft fingers of the colo- 
nial housewife brought the fiber inte 
long, even thread, ready for'the small 
loom and shuttle, to be Converted into 
tape. 
The shopper of to-day little realize) 


the long and jtedioua processespracticecl 
by *he woman of colonial times before 
she could wind her linen* tape into a 
neat roll for the wbrkbasket's uses.— 
N.'Y. Tribune.
